To  those  who  desire  to  follow  an  itinerary  with. 
detailed  exactituue  I  would  suy^est  relereiice  to  the 
one-inch  ortlnance  maps  of  the  district.  These  turnish 
all  necessar\'  inlorination  as  to  roads,  lanes,  paths, 
woodlands,  and  hills. 

In  tint  te.\t  ol  the  \\'es-.e.\  Xoxcls  are  many 
dialectic  w(,ros,  phrases,  and  idioms,  most  ot  which 
ma\-  still  he  heard  occisionally  in  the  remoter  districts.

Ihe  exact  \V<-sse.\  ot"  the  i^ooks 
exists  nowhen;  ontsiile  them,  as  Mr.  ilarcK'  himst'lt" 
iiuleetl  has  hinted.  Thus,  insieati  of  ckxlarino; 
C  (fs/c/-/>ni(i^c'  to  /k'  Oorehester,  W(,-  tlare  onl)-  sav  that 
the  pr(;sentment  is  niHloiihti'dlv  tounded  on  salient 
traits  in  t!ie  real  town.  Certain  sta!_,U's,  certain  scener\- 
ami  backj^roimds,  are  essential  to  the  setting  of  every 
drama,  but  it  hashet'ii  left  forlhomas  Hard\  to  describe 
such  accessories  in  a  mramer  that  probably  no  other 
writer,  before  or  since,  ha-  ('ver  accom[)lished.  This 
tact  it  is  which  makes  ou!  vork  both  easier  and  at  the 
same  tiuK;  more  interesting.  The  realistic  treatment 
which  th(;  setlin-^f  of  the  stories  receives  creates  rather 
a  tlang(."r(uis  [josition  lor  the  topoLjrapher,  since  tht're 
is  an  nndoubted  tendency  to  fall  into  the  error  of 
confusinti^  the  ideal  with  the  actual. 

Should  any  disappointment  arise  in  th('  minds  of 
thosi;  who  visit  the  existing^  places — on  account  of 
an\  want  ot  simil.irity  b('lwe(Mi  these  and  the  book 
des(  ri[)tions  - -he  ma\"  be  remimled,  in  addition,  that 
most  of  the  stories  wia'e  written  main  xcu's  aeo,  and 
that,  in  the  interxal  which  has  now  elap'sed.  Time  and 
the  hand  ot  man  have;  bec'n  responsible  lor  manv 
alterations,  and  have  broui^ht  about  <u:tual  obliterations 
ot  what  wert!  close  originals  at  the  date  of  [jortraval. 
When  the  \\\'sse.\  writ(;r  tlrst  turned  his  attention  to 
verse  and  tiction  he  can  have  had  no  conception  of  the 
j)rominence  to  which  he  would  atiain  amonL,^  livinij^ 
authors — nor  could  he  have  .uuicinated  the  searchimr 
nature  ot  the  mvestit.(ations  that  would  be  made  into 
the  scenery  which  ser\'.;d  him  as  i)attern.

It  embraces  an  area  of  some  <Soo,ooo  acres  and  is 
•the  oldest  wood  in  England. "  One  may  readilv 
waniler  for  mile  after  mile  'in  this  ancient  Chase  with- 
out niet^ting- a  sin,gle  hmnan  beino;;  and  although  cert.iin 
tracts  have  been  brought  under  cultivation,  there  is  ;i 
tendency  for  these  to  revert  again  to  forest.

Subsequently  wi'  follow  Tess  back  to  Marlott, 
when  she  meets  the  tt^xt-writer  an  individual  who  is 
by  no  means  extinct  at  the  present  day.  On  many  a 
gate  and  stile  in  the  W'essex  lan<!s  and  by-ways  ue 
may  discover  evidences  oi  Irs  industry  in  quotations 
more  or  less  ;ipt,  but  nearly  all  of  gloo'mv,  Calvinistic 
significance  (6).  Once  aga'in  in  her  old  home,  we  find 
her  sensitive  nature  seeking  refuge  in  the  bedroom 
which  she;  shaied  with  sr)me  of  the  (nher  children. 
We  see  the  fieKls  wherein  she  worked  by  day,  and  the 
hill-sides  and  the  woods  to  which  she' wandered  by 
night.  It  is  here,  at  Marlott,  that  her  babv  is  born, 
anti  here  th.u    it  dies   and    is    buried  "in   tha't    shabby

corner  of  God's  allotiiifnt  where  He  lets  the  nettles 
gro'v."  'I'here  is  no  stone  to  mark  the  place  of  burial, 
and  as  the  churchyard  to-day  is  scrupulously  neat  and 
well  cared  for,  its  appearance  at  the  date  of  the  story 
can  only  be  imagined.  Down  to  the  third  quarter  of 
the  last  centur)-,  however,  such  corners  were  often 
reserved  in  country  churchyards  (or  that  reprobate 
class  of  person  designat(_'d. 

Our  next  scene   is  at  the  dairy  at    Talbothay<,  the 
location  of  which  has  evoked  considerable  controversy 
.amongst   those    who   have   attempted   to   identify    ihe 
places  mentioned  in  ihe  Wessex    Novels.      It  may  be 
stated  definitely  that  the  dairy-house  is  drawn  from  no 
particular  building,  but  that  it  is  typical  of  manvof  the 
dairies  which    occur   in    the    Froo'm    X'alley.      \\e   are 
informed    that    it    lay    in    "The    Valley   of  the;    Creat 
!  '.iirics,  tile  \-alley  in  which   milk   and   Initter  grew  to 
rankness  .   .   .    tlie  verdant    plain   so  well   watered   by 
lh<'  river  \ar  or  Froom  "  (7).      From  the  summit  of  a 
hill  only  a  short  distance   from   ll'cathcylniry  (largely 
I'uddletown    as    it    formerly    was)    'less    first    saw 'lier 
tuture  place  of  sojourn.      The  picture  before  her  was  a 
complete   contrast    to    the    one    she    had    gazed    upon 
Ir.im    childhood:     there    everything    was    of    smaller 
proportions  — smaller    fields,    .smaller    herds   of  cows; 
here  were  vast  stretches  of  water-meads,  huge  herds 
ot  cows.      The  peculiar  difference  in  the  atmosphere  is 
also  strikingly  noticeable:   the   Valley  of  the   h'room, 
w.itered  by  the  swiftly  flowing  river,  is  lighter,  clearer, 
altogether  more  brilliant  in  appearance  than  the  Black- 
moor  \'ale,  which  always  .seems  to  strike  the  traveller 
atresh  with  a  certain  sense  of  oppressive  hea\iness,  the 
stifter  nature  of  the  .soil  adding  to  the  feeling. 

Ihe    description    in    th^     novel     of    the     pos-tion 

upied   by  the  dairy  in   relation  tc.  other  landmarks 

would  seem  to  indicate  that,  in  the  writer's  fancy,  the 

^!)ot  lay  at  no  great  distance  from  the   junction  of  the 

i  >orchester-Tip.leton  and  Puddletown-Fsington  roads, 

n  the  southern   margin  of  Egdon  //laiii,  and   in  full

location  of  'fa/hof/iavs  is  siitticienliy  indicative  to  enable 
us  to  follow  Tess  in  thought  as  she  ,u;oes  (out  her 
various  duties  at  the  dairy  ;  or  when,  in  her  liours  of 
leisure,  she  wanders  with  Ans^el  Clan'  "  aioiiL^the  meads 
l)y  crcteping  paths  which  followed  the  brinks  of  trickling 
tributary  brooks.'  It  may  be  mentioned  that  "Talbots"" 
or  ••  Talbothays  "  ('•hays"  me.uis  hedges)  is  tlie  real 
lyime  of  a  small  freehold  estatt'  in  tht-  neighbcnirhood 
that  was  owiuhI  l)y  our  author's  fither  at  the  time 
the  story  was  written,  and  is  still  in  the  possc.-ssion 
(^t  a  UKMiiljer  of  his  family;  but  at  that  ilate  there 
was  no  houst-  standing  upon  it,  nor  was  e\cr  a  dairy 
there,  then  or  since  ;  so  th.il  the  name  only  was 
borrowetl. 

1  he  iM-oom  X'allcy  sweeps  through  Dorset  from 
above  Maiden  Xewton,  till  the  river  empties  itself

her  stay  in  the  l-"r(jom  \"a!ley — "that  green  trough  of 
sappiness  and  humidity."  and  here'  we  see  the  intimacy 
between  her  and  Angel  Clare  passing  from  mere 
acquaintance  to  friemlship.  and  trom  friendship  to 
marria'^e.  fhe  latter's  position  m  regard  to  the 
othci-  dairxinaids  and  tile  subsequent  ettect  on  their 
n.itures  i.-,  also  brou.L^ht  out  here.  The  e[)isode  of 
Uare  carrying  the  four  girls  through  the  water 
instances  this  point.  I'hey  were  on  tlu'ir  w,iy  to  the 
service  at  Mc/Zstock  (.Stinsford)  church,  ami  lie  over- 
took them  just  as  they  reached  that  part  of  th('  road 
which  was  lloodeil  with  water.  A  portion  of  the  road 
near  Bockhamjiton  JWidgc;  lies  \ery  low  and  is  often 
flooded  in  winter,  so   that   we   m.iv  be  witliin  reason  in 
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siirniisiiiL;-  iliui  ii  w.is  !,-  re  the  uccurrcncc  is  .supposed 
to  h.ive  taken  place. 

\\  rst   StafTnrei   Church    would   seem   to    represent 
the  pi, ICC  at         .:h  Tess  and  Clare  were  marrit-d.      It 
is  in  its  realit)  a  building  containinL,^  some  interesting 
Jacobean  woodwork  (9).      They  had  decided  to  spend 
the  early  days  of  their  union  at  one  of  the  ancestral 
homes  of  the  d'Urbervillcs.      The  way  there  is  now, 
as  tlieii,  alon;.;-  a  h-vel  ro.id  that   follows  the  ri\er  more 
or   less   closely  until    it    nears   the    village-    of    Wool. 
Then,  turning  to  the  left  and  passing  "  ()vt;r  the  great 
I'Llizabethan  bridge,'    we  come  upon  ll'cllhyidgc  Ihrnsc 
{Wool- P> ridge   House),  clearly  seen  from  the  train  ,is 
it  ent'  rs  the  station  of  Wool  ( 10).     It  is  probablt-  that, 
of   all  the  scenes  which  occur  throughout  the  Wt'sse.x 
Novels,  no  place  is  so  near  to  r(;ality  or  so  ♦amiliar  to 
my    readers   as   this   house.      Inside   it   ni.iv   be  found 
the  old  mural   [portraits  which  had  such   .m   effect  on 
Tess's  imagination.      Ip    to    th--    time    at   which    the 
novel  was  published  they  were  ([uite  distinct,  luit  since 
then    mJLidicious    washing    with    soap    to   make    them 
clearer  has  resulted  in  their  being  nearly  obliterated 
altogether,  though  we  can  still  trace  the  gruesomeness 
attributed    to    them.      Interest    of   a  psychical    nature 
intrudes  here,  for   1    have  it  on    the  best  of  evidence 
that  this  weird  effect  actually  does  make   itself  felt  on 
certain   temperaaiumts,    people  h;i\-ing  toltl   me   of  the 
ghastly  dreams  that  hav(?  come   to  them  after  viewmg 
the.se  portraits.      Another  similar  peculiarity  attached 
to    Wool- Bridge    I  louse   is  the    legend  of  the  coach. 
Clan'  h.id  spoken  of  it,  but  had  refrained  from  telling 
the  whole  story,  ami  it  is  not  until  ne.ir  the  end  of  her 
life  that    Tess  hears   it    fully,    from    the    lips    of   Alec 
d'l   rberville.       .\ccording  to    local  superstitions,   it   is 
said  that  the  d'Urberville  coach  jjasses  over  the  bridge 
hard  by  and  draws  u[)  at  the  old  house  on  Cb.ristmas 
Eve,  but  that  the  sound  of  its  transit  is  only  audible  to 
the  ears  ot   certain    indixidu.ils  ;   also  that   it  presages 
death    or    some    dire    cal.imitN'.      I    have    known   more 
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than  one  local  cii.iractcr  ilcclarc  that  ihu  lioase  was 
hauntctl  :  th()U!j;h  an  old  lady  who  li\'cd  tiicrc  lor  soirif; 
time  [iiMcticaliv  .ilonc  lojd  ni''  she  had  nc\cr  heard 
nor  seen  aiuthiiin  that  (I'uid  lir  rcganlfil  as  preter- 
natural. I  his  tvidciicc,  hu\\(j\cr,  counts  for  verv 
little,  onl\  certain  natures  seemiiitr  to  he  gifteil  with 
the  power  ot  sensing;  psychic  pheiKmien,!. 

Soon  alter  their  entrance  into  the  olil  house  came 
to  [hem  the  news  ot  l\ett\  l*i  itldht's  nttem])ted  suicide 
in  the  (I'ltiif  /'('('/.  1  his  we  may  well  sujipose  to 
hav(;  been  the  s.uni'  \nn)\  ot  uhieli  ue  h,i\e  mention 
in  "  Ih.e  Return  ot  thi'  Xati\e,"  where  il  receives  the 
name  ot  S/iadwah-r  U  cir. 

Xow  (.om(  s  betori'  us  the  gloomy  scenery  ot  the 
second  great  tragedy  in  the  lite  ot  Tess — the  result  of 
her  confession  of  her  past.  This  background  is  the 
Abbevof  Hindon  (  I  i  ).  We  lan  easily  toliowClaie  when, 
alter  entering  d'ess's  room,  biting  her  trom  the  lu-d, 
and  bearing  her  downstairs  ami  inU)  the  open  air.  \v 
went  along  the  ri\er  >id(-  until  tlie\  were  opjio^ite  the 
mill,  and,  crossing  the  [il.mk  '"uhicli,  lying  ,i  tew 
inches  above  the  speeding  current,  lormed  a  giddy 
pathway  for  'xcu  steady  heads  ...  he  reached  the 
other  side  with  her  in  safety  ..."  and  so  gained 
"the  ruine(l  clioir  of  the  Al)b(,'y-Church."  1  he  empty 
stone  coltm  of  the  abbot,  close  to  the  north,  wall,  in 
which  Cl.u'e  laitl  Tess  is  st'Il  there,  and  ma\  be  readily 
iliscoveretl.  tourists  sometimes  gix'ing  themseKcs  the 
grim  pleasure  ot'  King  m  it  as  Tess  was  matle  to  do 
(i:;).  The  Abbe\  was  ot  tint  Cistercian  order  and  w.is 
founded  in  i  17:;,  and  though  now  entii-el\-  i".  ruins,  as 
tile  no\el  states,  it  still  p(.)ssesses  an  impressive  interest. 
d  he  old  tish-ponds,  arched  in  by  avenues  of  deciduous 
trees  (  i  "J  ;  the  level  grassed  walks,  once  trotlden 
bv  hordes  of  monks  :  the  calm  stillness  which  per\'ades 
the  whole  place  ;  the  hah-ol)literated  foundations, 
marking  the  f)nce  extensive  walls  which  enclosed 
cloister,  guestdiouse,  refectory,  kit(dien,  hospitium, 
sacristv  and  dormitori(^s.  together  with  the  many  other 
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ott'iccs  |)crtainin!4  to  ihc  AIjIjcv  iill  U'li'l  l"  1'  ■!'!  tin 
iniiul  iiUi)  ^i)ccu!;iti\f  cliaiiiu-ls  nl  tli(iii;_;lil  <  ii  lln 
ci)iulilii)iis  "t  lit<-  when  th--  Aldicy  u.is  in  it  i  iiriinr. 
ami  the  ihan;4«s  urmiuiu  liy  timr  whirli  it  nuisi  ha\( 
uitiu-sscd. 

The  mill,  which  nI.i  .Is  iiist  (.nlsidc  {])'■  AM)c\ 
fiiclosiirc  ami  i^  L;oiii!_;-  hiisiK  at  this  iioar,  intt-rt'sls 
Lisas  lliat  .a  uhich  AiiUfj  (  lar;:  is  supposed  to  have 
worked  Inr  a  liiiic  to  l;^iiii  cNpcriiMici- oI  tin  husiness 
(  I  I  I.  W'c  arc  told  m  the  no\ el  thai  it  liad  "iii  (  ciunrii->^ 
past  liecii  attached  lo  the  iiinna^tic  establishineiit. 
The  mill  still  worked  on,  tood  heiii;^  a  perennial 
necessity;  the  Aliln-x  had  perished,  i  reeds  heini; 
iransient. 

We  now  come  to  the  places  comiecteil  with  th-- 
(j.\il  Irom  W'cllliridi^c  and  th<;  se])aration  ot  Clare  aiul 
Tess.  After  calJuiLj  on  the  Cricks  at  Tali'otluiys.  tliey 
dro\-e  tot^ether  through  \\\at iurlniry  and  Staofoot 
Lane  (ilarttooi  Lane)  until  they  reached  the  villaee  ot 
Nii:z/el>iirv.  or  Xittt/cbury  (snijerestive  of  llazeli)ury 
llrvan),  on  the  outskirts  of  die  'Mackniodr  X'ale. 
Some  miles  beyond  this  \iliau;{;  thev  came  to  a  cross- 
ro.id,  and  here  the\  parted.  In  all  likelihood  this  was 
just  outside  the  little  town  of  Sturminster  Newton. 
Lea\'in'4'  t'l.ire  for  the  present,  we  will  tollow  1  ess  as 
she  dri\es  onwards  ihrouLih  the  lamiliar  lilackmoor 
\'ale  until  she  reaches  the  ciilraiKH:  to  Marlott. 
Thence  on  foot  she  ap[)roaches  her  t.ither's  house  by 
a  back  lane. 

Meanwhile,  Clare  is  jnirsrdne;  his  wa\  westwards 
tow.irds  l-'.})ii)iiu^Ur  ( ISeaminster).  This  is  our  first 
visit  t(j  the  place  clc'arly  indicated  as  "  the  hill-sur- 
rounded littU;  town"  with  "the  Tudor  chun  h-tower 
of  n:d  stone"  (15).  P)eaminster  has  been  devastated 
by  c]uite  a  number  of  contlaerations,  but  the  h.arly 
I-Inidisli  aiul  rerpendicular  cluiich  with  its  sculp.turcd 
tower  h.is  alwavs  escaped  undamai^ed.  W  illiam 
Harnes    gives    us    the     following     description    ot    the 
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Sweet  Hc'ini'stor,  that  hist  a-boimd 
Ity  green  an'  uoDdy  liills  all  round, 
\\i'  liedges,  reachen  up  lietween 
A  thuiisan'  vielils  o'  /.iimnicr  jireen, 
Wlicre  clems'  lofty  heads  do  drow 
Their  slie.ides  vor  hayineakers  below, 
An'  wild  hed,i;e-flow'rs  do  charm  the  souls

'I'herc  i-s  a  curiotis  custom  still  in  xoguc  at 
Dcaiiiiiister  :  on  Sundays  it  is  usual  I'T  maii\  n[  thr 
inhabitants  to  lock  their  doors  when  L;uin-  lo  church 
and  to  li-avc*  the  keys  in  the  locks  outside!  The 
origin  <>t  ihi^  [Moceeilin^;  is  obscurt',  Imi  it  may  have 
arisen  iroin  tin-  lac.  tiial  some  ot  tlie  keys  were 
ponderously  liia\y.  Clare  did  not  sta)  here  long,  but 
soon  left  the  country  tor  llia/il. 

The  next  place  lo  notice  is  adair;.  near  /'i>r/-/>'/r(/y 
(approximatelv  llridport).  Of  tin;  exaci  location  we 
have  no  knowled-e,  but  we  read  it  was  situated 
"equalU-  remote  from  her  nali\'e  place-  and  Irom 
Talbothays."  I'liis  is  where  I'e^^  lives  after  her  new 
departure  from  J/ur/o//,  but  \\\u-\\  work  becomes 
difficult  to  "btam  she  tlecide's  to  join  Mari.m  on  "an 
u|jland  (aim  in  the  cenir(;  of  the  count}'.'  and 
presently  W(_-  st.'c  her  starting  to  w.dk  thither.  "  .She 
reached  C/iu/k-Ncic/on  (adumbrating  Maiden  New  ton), 
and  Ijreaklasted  ai  an  inn."  We  shall  vi^it  .Maiden 
Newton  later  when  wc  arc  examining  thi;  country 
suggested  by  tlie  descriptions  in  the  short  story 
entitled  "  Interloptn-s  ,it  the  Knap,'  and  it  will  sutt'ii.<' 
now  to  notice  that  little  old  hosted  called  the  Castle 
Inn,  st.mding  close  beside  the  ri\ei-  i\h).  Tht-n  Tess 
trudged  on,  until  she  drew  near  to  MrU'ian's  place  ol 
sojourn — Flintcoiitb-.ls/i. 

The  actual  position  of  Flin/ionib-.ls/i  has  alwayii 
been  a  debatable  point  with  explorers  in  the  Hardy 
countrv.  To  begin  with,  the  farm-house  c.umot  be

■lalely  conclude  to  be  a  veil  —ami  only  when  they  ^<-t 
thoroui^hly  warmed  up  to  tlieir  recitals  does  the  im- 
personal note  niertre  into  the  personal. 

Tin;  vill.ige  is  only  a  short  three  miles  from  the

I  h<-  (Jiurch  ol  (  )uermoiL^Mic  is  a  luiildiiiL;  iix  the 
(  .othii:  style-,  hut  was  rehiiill  in  i  SS;,— a  dale  siihso 
tiuent  to  the  stor\'.  Accortlinuly,  we  no  lon-er  tiiul 
the  "sin-in^t;  .gallery  stairs"  where,  uiulrr  a'^|)ile  of 
church  elehris,  "decayed  framework,  pews,  ])anels,  and 
pieces  of  tloorin-,"  the  barrels  of 
stored  (  i  20). 

The  houv  in  which  la//ie  Newberry  was  iniat^n'ned 
to  h.iva;  lived  ,  as  dr.iwn  from  the  house  which  stands 
almost  opposite  to  the  rectory  (12;);  but  the  orch.ird 
beloni^inj;  i,,  her  cousin  (  )\\iett  does  not  (|uite  adjoin 
her  t^fartUai.  It  can,  however,  still  b('  seen  ;i  little  way 
olt,  and  the  remains  of  the  artificial  cave  are  perceptible 
as  ,m  irrej^Milarity  in  the  ground. 

Let  us  tollow  in  the  footsteps  of  Li/zie  when  she 
s^^oes  to  the  cliffs  at  iiioht  to  take  her  part  in  the 
landino;  ot  the  car-o.  I.(;avin!^r  ()wermoiL;ne,  we  cross 
the  hi-h  road  and  ascend  the  stt-ep  hill  leadino-  to- 
warcls  Riiii^sK'or///  (  Kini^stead).  At  its  summir  we 
obtain  a  tiiu;  bird's-eye  vit'w  of  the  country  to  the 
north,  east,  and  west.  Then  we  descend  on  the  other 
sid<',  and  soon  pass  "the  loneK  hamlet  of  Ilolworth 
(tjt^urino;  under  its  own  name),"  and  soon  after  are  in 
sight  and  sound  of  the  sea.
